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The uplauds and valley vie with the bottom
Jand in fertility., The loess formation Is
here thicker perbaps than in any portion
of the diate, On the uplands ulvrlnml nbound
while on the bottom the water in wells s ox-
ovedingly cloar, nud contains but littlo min-
eral— just enouih to ronder it palatable, but
not esough to render it lujurious, Thoro are
five creaks wending thelr way through the
county, Grassos of all kinds are belng
rown, Kontuoky bluegrass predominating.
‘here Is, however, a very (ne guality of na-
tive prairie graas—slough grass on the bot
toms and bluejolnt on the uplands  The
county Is remarkable for the vericty and
Iarge aize of the forest trees, and it probably

surpasses in tha value of ita forests and
shrubs, any other portlon of the state of
oqunl size. Of thoso forest troes, may bo

meontioned the cottonwnod ; trees of this kind
baving been found five anda half feot in
diameter, over sixty feot to tno first conaid
erablo llmb  and over three hundred yoars
old; bluck walnut which grows to o din-
mweter of from three to five feet, aud to a
height of forty feet without s limb; fine ash,
elm, oox-elder, maplo, willow, and cedar tree
of all sizea: In 1805 ana 150, when this in-
dustry was belng lookea after, over HRLUN
feor of walnut lumber was markoted,

There is a considernble guantity of peat on
both Kik and Pigeon crees, but no use has
yot bien made of it. Coal hes also been
found in small strata in different sc¢etious,

Alonig the blufl's edges good stone quarriea
havo beet opeped up for homs purposss, but
within the past month nogotitations hoave
boen pondiug for Lhe purenasing of the same
by capitalists, who intend working them to
their full capacity, Of fruit trees thora |5 o
largo acersge and the most palatable of frait
is grown, apples and plums predoimuating,

The county contains, nccording to the ns-
sossor's reports just turned In 3174 horses,
10,804 houwd'of cattle, 450 mules, and 12454

]mfn.
Thero are two flouring mills in the eounty,
run by waterpower and two stoam saw mills.

For three consecutive years Dakota county
has carried off the nonars of the Sloux Uity
corn pulaco for the best corn exhibit, coin-
peting with the hest counties in the north-
west, and now it justly claims the title of
being the “banner corn county of Ne-
braska. '

The total number of school children in the
oounty is 1,544, Tho school children are pro-
vided with thirty-cight school districts and
good schools in ench one,

The financial condition of the vounty is ex-
callent, all warrants peine readily sold at U8
cents on the dollur eoxcept road warrants,
woich aro par.

The completion of the permanent wagon
foot and rallroad bridie across the .\Nmmu_r{
river means much for the advancement of the
northern part of this county, as this plnce
will be to Sioux City what Counocil Blufts s
to Omaha, and lnvestors are eagoerly seoking
bargains in reality.

the vulleys of the RRhine nnd Nile,

Furnas county is well supplied with flouring
mills—tne more important belng the Beaver
Clty rolling mi'ls of Jackson Brother, which
bave n capacity of 100 barrels per day, and
ure among the best of the swate, They ure
equipped with Intest inproved machinery and
huve & large storage for grain connected with
them ‘Thoy are driven oy water power, but

‘bave a large automatic engine roady for use
in an emergency. Tho mills employ six men.

The Star mills of Arapahoe have a capocity
of about seventy-five barrels daily and are
fully suppliod with the best milling machin-
ery, They employ four men.

The Arcade mills are situated in the south-
eru part of the county on Sappa creek, which
furnishes them power. ‘Their capacity is
twonty-five barrels datly and they furnish
emPlu}'mut for two men.

T'he Muin mills are located three miles east
of Beaver City and are supplied with power

Heaver areek. They have a capacity of
thirty-six barrels, furnising employmout for
sthree men.

When the
canning faotory was started agricolturists
ald ot take kinaly to lts support, It ook
much earnest solicitstion and hard work be-
fore they could be prevalled upon to enter
into a cuntraot for ralsing corn which at the
beginning wus tho only crop cannod. ‘They
thought thare was too much work connectad
withit, At present, evervihing goes woll,
actual experience baving overcome the farm.
ors' prejudice, Poas are now belng hauled
to the canning works by the ton, and the
producers oroe  well satisfied with tho
proceads of theie  labor. We can
confideutly look for the snme outecome In re-
gard o the sugar beot., Though thera nre
2,600 meres plunted for the [actory in this
courty, thare migot have beon g groator nore-
age. It is now un astablished faocr that the
sugar-beet will thrvive hore, Tne fecundity
and the special qualitios of the soil moke it
most adaptable to its culture,  Accoraing to
such high an suthority as H. W. Wiley of the
agricultural departiment, soll and climate of
this county are the most perfoot for the suc-
cossful raising of this erop, Tue proper
koowledge of how to raise the beot seoms the
only thing lncking. All in all, Hall county
bus a rosy future before ber and. she will
doubtless mest the expectations of its indus-
trious citisens in due tiwe,

Hamlton County,

This county Is located in o rich agricultur.
al section, containing 845,000 acres of land of
unsurpassod fertility.
